2. BEGIN TEXT DEAR GOVERNOR: IT WAS A REAL PLEASURE 
FOR MARLENE AND MYSELF TO SEE YOU, PAMELA. AND DAVID, 

AND TO HAVE A CHANCE TO WATCH A REAL EXPERT IN ACTION. 

YOUR SHORT VISIT DID MORE TO OPEN DOORS FOR ME THAN ANY- 
THING ELSE THAT HAS TRANSPIRED HERE SINCE I HAVE BEEN 

IN BELGRADE. I WANT YOU TO KNOW HOW MUCH I APPRECIATE 
IT AND HOW MUCH I ADMIRE THE SUPERB WAY YOU DEALT WITH 
THE YUGOSLAVS. 

3. GIVEN THE NEED TO MOVE DIRECTLY FROM YOUR VISIT 
TO COVER THE CLOSING OF THE NON-ALIGNED CONFERENCE I 
HAVE BEEN SOMEWHAT DELAYED BOTH IN WRITING YOU AND IN 
COMPLETING THE MEMCON. BY THIS MESSAGE I TAKE CARE OF 
THE FIRST OBLIGATION; THE MEMCON WILL BE IN THE MAIL TO 
YOU WITHIN THE NEXT SEVERAL DAYS (USING THE SYSTEM YOU 
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HAVE WORKED OUT WITH GEORGE VEST).

I WOULD SUGGEST BRIEF THANK YOU LETTERS ALSO SHOULD GO

FOREIGN SECRETARY MR. VRHOVEC, AND TO FEDERAL ASSEMBLY 
PRESIDENT MARKOVIC. IT WOULD BE NICE IF I COULD GIVE 
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EACH ONE OF THEM, AS WELL, AN AUTOGRAPHED COPY OF YOUR 
BOOK. EUR/EE, I KNOW, WOULD BE HAPPY TO ARRANGE TO GET
